JOINT SCHOOL 


BOARD MEETS 
MONDAY NIGHT 
ABOUT MERGER 


Directors 
of the 
Gettysburg 


Joint School district will hold a 
special meeting Monday evening 
at 8 o'clock at the high school 
building to reach a decision about 
placing a merger proposal on the 
ballot at the April primary. 


If favorable action is taken 


Monday evening and if the voters 
approve at the primary election, 
the joint school district would be 
converted to a merger next July 
1. 


The merger proposal, which has 


been discussed aat intervals for 
several years, came up again last 
fall and was assigned to the fi- 
nance and planning committee for 
study. 


Favorable "Straw Vote" 


With similar merger proposals 


under consideration in the Littles- 
town and the New Oxford joint 
school districts, representalives of 
the three joint district boards got 
together in Littlestown in Novem- 
ber for discussions. Then on De- 
cember 16 in the Gettysburg High 
School building a general meet- 
ing of the directors of the three 
joint school districls was held. The 
merger plan and its advantages 
were described that evening by 
Dr. Don Thompson, 
supervising 


principal of the union school dis- 
trict at Albion in Erie County. 


Theie were 19 directors of the 


Gettysburg Joint School District 
present thnt evening and, at a 
separate meeting after Jie gen- 
eral session, they voted 16 to 3 in 
favor of calling a special meet- 
ing of the joint board for the con- 
sideration of the merger proposal. 
Monday's special meeting is the 
result of that action.

Under the merger plan, districts 


whose voters approve would be- 
come part of a merger with each 
former school district to have one 
member on the merged board. 
Several duectors also would be 
elected at large so that several 
districts would have two repre- 
sentatives on the merged board. 


The assets and liabilities of the 


present district would be taken 
over by the new merged district 
and the tax rate would be uniform 
throughout. 


Schoolmen estimate that, if the 


Gettysburg Joint School District 
had "been a merger this year, it 
would have received about $30,- 
000 additional in state aid.

Should such 
minor figures, mythical or real, 
emerge from a hundred years of 
quietude to crowd from the TV 
screens the current crop of gun 
slinging Westerns, this impend- 
ing refighting of the Blue and 
the Gray can be more than a 
passing blessing. 


EDUCATION, through the com- 


ing decade, is loaded with far 
more certainties and uncertain- 
ties. All of which suggest a most 
interesting ten years for all school 
teachers and those who are about 
to enter the profession. 


That annual enrollments for the 


next seven or eight years will 
each in turn break the all time 
high record of the preceding year 
is as certain as death and taxes. 
Some suggest the upward curve 
will begin to "top off," or reach 
a plateau, prior to 1970. A pla- 
teau could be reached by 1970, but 
it is a safe guess that it will have 
an upward slope. 


The shortage of teachers will 


continue. Salaries likewise will 
necessarily increase. 
How much 


lag will continue between teach- 
ers' salaries and other rising costs 
that establish their true income 
depends upon the speed of infla- 
tion through the coming decade. 
There is one comforting thought. 
There will be a corresponding lag 
at the other end of the curve 
should our economy move into a 
deflationary period. At least that 
has been the record of teaching 
salaries in the past. 


graduates may well view the com- 
ing decade whh some misgivings 
and with some justified hopes. 


Scholarships, loans and other 


aids will become more plentiful 
for good students, particularly if 
they can show a bona fide need. 
Over a half million young peo- 
ple competed in the National Mer- 
it Scholarship tests during 1959. 
This is but one straw in the 
wind indicative of the rising tide 
of competition toward excellence 
in scholarship. 


This suggests that poor to aver- 


age students will find the academ- 
ic pace increasingly fast in the 
years ahead. 
They 
will 
need 


more 
monetary 
support 
from 


home to allow them more than 
average hours for study if they 
are to achieve that coveted de- 
gree. 


Thus, while the sharper stu- 


dents and their parents may look 
toward easier going, both aca- 
demically and economically, the 
average to poorer than average, 
who are always in the majority 
on a'l campuses, are likely to 
find the going tougher. 


This may not be true on each 


and every campus and in all 
types of education beyond 
the 


high school diploma, but it ap- 
pears to be an inevitable trend 
throughout America as a whole. 


IT IS regrettable but true that 


college and university costs to 
parents and students have been 
rising. It is one of the inevitable 
results of the economic trend. On
